an vnknowne perſon, for the furtherance of the 
faid free Schoolke, was paid vnto the Right honou- 
rable Henry Earle of Southhampton, for the ho. 
nourable Company of Yzrginza, at their great and 
generall Quarter Court, held the 21.0f Nouem, 
1621. And the ſaid Court, for the better mainte- 
nance of the ſaid Schoole,Schoolemaſter, and V- 
ſher intended there to be placed, granted 1000. 
acres of land to the ſaid free Schoole, tobee ar 
Charles Citrie, as the moſt commodious placefor 
health, ſecurity, profit,and conueniency : And ap- 
pointed that with the ſaid 100. pound 8.ſhillings 
6.pencc, there ſhould be ſent ouer-preſently an V- 
ſher, for the inftruing of the children there, in 
the principles of Religion,ciuility of life, and hu- 


 maneclcarning:as alſo thar five perſons (beſides an 
_ overſcer of them ) ſhould be foorthwith ſent in 


the condition of Apprentices, to manure and cul- 
tiuatc ſome part of the ſaid land, for the vſe and 
benefit of the ſaid Viher, till God ſtirred vp rhe 
hearts of others to be further helpefull ro the ſaid 
Schoole. 
Likewiſe the ſaid honourable Yzreimia Court 
thought fir in. honour of the ſaid Eaft-Idia Bene- 
factors, the ſaid free Schoole ſhould bee builr,and 
the ſaid 1000. acres ſet out in Charl:s Citie, tobe 
called T he Eaſt-India Schoole - And that the -aſt- 
India Companics ſeruants, ſhould have prece- 
dence before any other, to preferre their children 
thicher, to be brought vp in the rudiments of 
learning. » 
They thought fit alſo,that this ( as a Collegiac 
O

or free Schoole) ſhould have dependance on Hey: 
rico Colledge in Yi/2inia, which ſhould be made 
capable to recciue Schollers from the Schoole, 
into ſuch Schollerihips and Fellowſhips as the 
ſaid Colledge ſhall be endowed withall, for the 
aduancement of Schollers as they ſhall riſe by de- 
grees and deſert in karning. 

There was ſince by a perſon refuſing to be na- 
med. ſent into the great and generall Quarter 
Court held for Y:rgina, the 30. or January 1621. 
25. pound tovvard the furtherance of this godly 
vyorke: So that novy there is inall x25. pound 
8.ſhillings 6.pence.
